(1) The first obstacle which must be overcome 


before man can achieve space flight is Earth's 
gravity. 
Gravitational pull can be likened to a great 


funnel, and a rocket to a daredevil motorcyclist 
trying to escape. Loops at (a), (b) and (c) above 
show how high the cyclist would go at different 
speeds. At 25,000 miles per hour he would be 
free of Earth’s gravity forever. But if he sped 
around the sides of the funnel, he could maintain 
an orbit at a speed less than escape velocity. 
Speed for the orbit closest to Earth (just above 


the atmosphere) is about 18,000 miles prr hour. 


An orbit at (d) could be maintained at much less 
speed. But if the cyclist performed an elliptical 
orbit as at (e), as he approached closest to the 
bottom (the perigee) he would speed up. AS he 
reached the top of his orbit (the apogee) he 
would slow down. This is precisely how an Earth 
satellite (or a planet going around the Sun) 
behaves. 


(2) The only practical source of power man has* 


at present for space travel is the rocket. Best 
speed which can be attained with present-day 
fuels is about 5,000 miles per hour. Thus, no 
single-stage rocket can escape the Earth’s pull. 


Three stages appear to be the most practical and 
efficient number. 
Most advanced U.S. rocket So far is the Navy 


Vanguard, which delivers one pound of satellite 
for 1,000 pounds of rocket, as against 2,000 pounds 
of rocket for the Jupiter-C. 


(3) Even if currently available fuels are im­ 
proved, a man-carrying rocket will be of tre­ 
mendous size. Shown at right is the possible shape 
of a manned satellite or supply rocket to a station 
in space. It is designed to b e able to return to 
Earth as a supersonic glider.

W ise Handy Man Plays Safe 
By Grounding All Power T 


With so many electric tools be­ 
ing u sed ou tdoors these days, it 
becomes more imp ortant than ev­ 
er that they be p rop erly grou nd­ 
ed. 
A tool or apph'ance is grou nd­ 
ed when it has an eventu al elect 
rical connection with the earth. 
This is a safety featu re that 
cou ld save you r life, or at least 
p revent a severe shock . 
When 
a tool is p r o p e r ly 
grou nded and a short circu it oc­ 
cu rs. the charge will go into the 
grou nd and not throu gh you . 
Most power tools are equ ipped 
with a third insu lated wire at the 
p lu g end or a three-p rong plu g. 
Look for su ch wiring when bu y­ 
ing a power tool. 


WHEN USING the third wire, 
the screw holding the cover p late 
of 
the 
electrical 
ou tlet is 
re­ 


mak e su re that the ou tlet itself 
is p rop erly grou nded. 


MANY ELECTRIC TOOLS have 
notoriou sly sbo-t cords. Using a 
two-wire extension from the hou s« 
mak es the grou nding connection 
worthless. 
For that electric hand saw or 
hedge 
trimmer, 
equ ip 
you rself 
with a three-wire extension. It’s 
wise to get one that’s already made 
u p with p rop er connections. 
Conecing the third or grou nd 
wire to a live terminal wou ld pu t 
an electric charge in the tool cas­ 
ing. 
Even if a tool is p rop erly grou nd­ 
ed, 
learn to 
tak e p recau tions. 
Check wires and connections fre 
qu ently for frayed spots. 
If the grou nd is wet, postpone 
the job if you can. If you mu st 
work , wear ru bbers and gloves 
moved, a sp ecial screw su bsti-! wren u sing hedge clip p ers or any 
tu ted and the grou nding wire is ; ether electric tool ou tdoors.

Dos And Don'ts 


USING A HAMMER 


DO — k now that the size of a 
hammer 
is determined 
by 
the 
weight of the head, which ranges 
from 4 ou nces u p to 28 ou nces, 
with a 16-ou nce hammer generally 
recommended for ordinary hou se­ 
hold u se. 
DO—remember that, while 
a 
straighfaced hammer is 
e a s i e r 
to u se for the novice, the bell- 
faced hammer is p referred by 
the professional becau se it enables 
him to drive a nail flu sh to the 
su rface 
withou t 
damaging 
the 
wood. 
DO—grip a hammer firmly near 
the end of the handle,, holding 
thenail at the desired spot with 
the other hand and tap p ing lighly 
a few times u ntil it has tak en 
hold. 
DO—bring the arm into p lay 
only when it is necessary to hit 
the nail harder, bu t k eep the 
strok es u nder control. 


DON’T—forget that when a nail 
begins to bend, it sometimes can 
be- straightened by hitting it a 
few tap s in the direction opposite 
to that of the bend, althou gh most 
of the time i is beter to pu ll 
ou t the nail and start with a new 
one. 
DONOT—neglect to p lace a wood 
block between the work and the 
head of the hammer when pu lling 
ou t a nail with the hammer claws. 


And if you do plan to p aint, the 
job will go faster if you elimi­ 
nate this time-consu ming op era­ 
tion ahead of time. 
If the p aint look s worn, if ru st 
spots are beginning to 
s how 
tlirou gh, it’s p ast time to get at 
the job. 
When you m ou n t the ladder 
for you r 
inspection 
tou r, 
tak e 
along a wire bru sh to get rid of 
debris and a screwdriver with 
which to exp lore ru st spots. 
Dislodge

If the metal

T H E SA L E M N E W S 
Dove on a Window Ledge... 
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One Hazard at a Time 


Relatively few of us will read the full re­ 
port on effects of atomic radiation prepared 
by the United Nations Scientific Committee 
after two years of conscientious study. All 
of us, however, need to understand the issue 
about atomic radiation. 
It is whether a hazard to human life that 
has been increased by deliberate experiments 
with nuclear weapons is so great that every­ 
thing possible must be done to reduce it. 
Atomic radiation, it is important to remem­ 
ber, existed before nuclear explosions and be­ 
fore men mastered the X-ray for medical 
and industrial uses. It is one of the natural 
hazards of being in the solar system. 
There is no question but that nuclear ex­ 
plosions, like the use of X-ray and the light 
of the sun, add to the sum total of atomic 
radiation. What is not known, however, is 
how much atomic radiation can be endured 
by human beings without cataclysmic danger. 
It is assumed that all atomic radiation 
is harmful to a degree, just as it must be 
assumed that all fumes in the air are harm­ 
ful to a degree—or as it must be assumed 
that all automobiles are potentially able to 
kill human beings and inevitably will kill 
some of them. 


THIS IS THE question that men must an­ 
swer for themselves individually and collec­ 
tively: Is the growing mastery of atomic 
fission and fusion in nuclear weapopns tests 


ATOMIC RADIATION is dangerous. Human 
life would be more secure if radiation did 
not exist. It would be even more secure if 
there were no airplanes, knives, wild animals, 
automobiles, water-craft, bathing beaches, 
coal mines, painting scaffolds, alcoholic bev­ 
erages and smoking tobacco. Yet, no one is 
proposing seriously that men should elimin­ 
ate one hazard at a time until life on earth 
became absolutely safe. If that were to be 
attempted, man, himself, would have to be 
eliminated as is his own greatest hazard. 


Unsung Heroes of Little Rock 


One of the possibilities in the Little Rock 
dilema over school integration is the resig- 
nation of the school board. 
The purpose of the resignation would be 
to give the citizens of Little Rock the oppor­ 
tunity to set UP a new board with a fresh 
mandate. Tile sitting board, which tried first 
to carry out its own integration schedule, 
then asked for a suspension of integration 
after last year’s chaotic experience, is uncer­ 
tain about its backing. 
The members of the Little Rock school 
board, the teachers and administrators who 
have tried to be loyal to it and the pupils 
of Central High School who have tried to 
make the best of a bad situation without do­ 
ing anything of their own volition to make 
it worse are the unsung heroes of the tragic 
episode over integration in their city. 
Their interest is education, not Southern 
race prejudice, or the Southern politicking of 
Gov. Or val Faubus and his followers. Yet, 
as the U.S. Court of Appeals acknowledged in 


its reversal of the District Court’s order sus­ 
pending integration, education has been the 
forgotten element in the controversy. 
The Court of Appeals opinion described the 
setback to education in words like these: 
“ . . . fires, destruction of private and pub­ 
lic property, physical abuse, bomb threats, 
intimidation of school officials, open defiance 
of the police department of the city of Little 
Rock, by mobs — and the naturally result­ 
ing additional expense to the district, dis- 
ruption of normal educational procedures, 
and tension, even nervous collapse of the 
school personnel.’* 
It may be disclosed in time what the total 
impact was on the welfare of a city school 
system and the preparation of its pupils for 
adulthood—an impact registered because of 
the savage opposition of a determined minor­ 
ity of irreconcilables willing to sacrifice ev­ 
erything, even the welfare of children, to 
a prejudice that no child is born with but 
every chi.d in Little Rock now has been ex­ 
posed to with malice and forethought. 


Extreme Hostility 
Mississippi's Sen. Eastland has put a re­ 
markable construction on a set of Supreme 
Court statistics. 
He has construed the court’s strong defense 
of the civil rights of individuals under Chief 
Justice Warren as showing a Communist taint 
because a majorty of its rulings were favor­ 
able to the side favored by the Communists. 
In so doing, be has ignored the obvious 
fact that Communists have made a practice 
of abusing civil rights in the United States 
by subverting them to their special purpose. 
He has ignored the somewhat less obvious 
fact that in many cases the defendants stood 
accused as Communists under circumstances 
that caused the Supreme Court to disregard 
the accusation as a violation of their civil 
rights. 
Throughout the ordeal by Communist sub­ 
region in the United States, the big question 
has been whether the civil liberties of U. S. 
citizens could withstand their systems of 
abuse by the Communist conspiracy; whether 
resentment of Communism would flare into 
resentment of the civil liberties that Com­ 
munist conspirators took advantage of in 
America. 
For Sen. Eastland to try to make it ap­ 


pear that the Supreme Court, or any of its 
members, have shown a Communist taint by 
trying to preserve civil liberties is a revela­ 
tion of extreme hostility to the court, nothing 
more. 


Glimpse of the Past 
The recent balloon ascensions and para­ 
chuting of 71-years-young John Oliver of Lis­ 
bon at the Columbiana County fair brings to 
mind the daring exploits of Dr. Homer W. 
Thompson in Salem at the turn of the century. 
The Salem physician, who was an accred­ 
ited balloonist, made 89 ascensions between 
1897 and 1908. He covered the fair circuit in 
following his hobby and also took part in na­ 
tional long-distance balloon flights. Some­ 
times he took passengers along in the bas­ 
kets beneath the hot air-filled balloon. 
The late Louis H. Brush of Salem enjoyed 
going aloft with the balloonists in the era of 
not so long ago. 
In this modern day of supersonic jets and 
predicted inter-planetary space travel, Mr. 
Oliver at Lisbon has given us a glimpse of 
the pas1, when the tempo was slower and, 
perhaps, a bit easier to appreciate.

Refueling Inflation 


By RAYMOND MOLEY 


When the President at his press 
conference delivered a mild lec­ 
ture to labor and management 
about further wage and price in­ 
creases, he invited a reply about 
seeing the mote in the other fel­ 
low’s eye and ignoring the beam 
in his own. 
It is true that he mildly added 
government to the factors respon­ 
sible for inflation. 
He also used the word “horri­ 
ble’’ to describe the federal defi­ 
cit anticipated in the current year 
and asserted that it must not 
happen again. 
He also placed himself on sound 
ground when he pointed out that 
the wage earner is the real victim 
of inflation, considering his pen­ 
sion prospects, both from industry 
and government social security. 
But it is going to take more than 
lectures to curb what is already 
upon us. It will take action and 
the President is mainly responsi­ 
ble for the action necessary in the 
period immediately ahead. 
As many economists have point­ 
ed out, we are witnessing the un­ 
usual spectacle of rising inflation 
in 
the face 
of 
an 
economic 
decline. 
Unemployment has been at a 


high rate over a year in which 
the dollar has lost 3 per cent of 
its purchasing power. 


THE STOCK MARKET, which is 
supposed to reflect future pros­ 
pects, has been having a boom 
which is due not so much to an 
unmistakable pick-up in business 
as the prospect of mounting in­ 
flation in the two or three years 
to come. 
Economists, notably Henry Haz- 
litt, point out that the big rise 
in the past year in “time” de­ 
posits, as distinguished from cur­ 
rency outside the banks and de­ 
mand deposits inside the banks 
• both of which have remained 
constant), is a true mark of in­ 
flationary purchasing power, not 
of savings as is sometimes sup­ 
posed. 
Hazlitt points out further that 
this situation is an exact parallel 
with the condition that prevailed 
in the great boom before the bust 
in 1928. The devil of inflation finds 
work for idle funds. 
As for inflation being caused by 
wage price spirals, the case can 
be conceded. 


In the long run such movements 
from one level to another tend to 
be permanent. They wither the 
value of savings and bring im­ 
measurable suffering 
to 
people 
who are unable to help them­ 
selves. 
But no end of preaching, even 
from such an eminent pulpit as 
the White House, will avail much. 
A President, when Congress fails 
to do its duty, can put a mighty 
hand on the presses that are right 
now printing new money. He can 
take a stand against a spending 
spree the like of which has not 
beer. seen in peacetime.

And indeterm­ 
inate authorizations are given to 
federal agencies to borrow from 
the Treasury without going back 
to Congress with fresh justifica­ 
tions for annual appropriations. 
Tile President can put a heavy 
brake upon the printing presses in 
two ways. He can exercise a veto 
on some of the bills before him 
and that wdl come to him before 
Congress bourns. 
And he can always exercise a 
365-^ay veto by refusing to spend 
some of the money already ap­ 
propriated by a vote - hungry 
Congress. 
It is sheer irresponsibility for 
Congress to go on spending to end 
a recession which natural causes 
are trying their best to terminate.

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Judges View Court

House were debating whether to 
pass laws to restrict the juris­ 
diction of the Supreme Court and 
in some instances to reverse some 
of the points on which the court 
has erroneously interpreted the in­ 
tent of Congress, the wording of 
the document is of more than 
passing interest. 
The report of the committee on 
s'.ate - federal relationships was 
made public at Pasadena, where 
the annual meetings of the Con­ 
ference of Chief Justices and of 
the American Bar Association are 
boing held. 
The chief justices of Massachu­ 
setts, New York State, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Orgeon, Minnesota and 
Maryland can hardly be charged 
with a “Southern bias.” 
Indeed 
the report of the chief justices 
did not mention the “segregation” 
issue at all but deal solely with the 
abuse of the rights of the states 
by the Supreme Court of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
The document says in part: 
“We are now concerned specifi­ 
cally with the effect of judicial 
decisions upon the relations be­ 
tween the federal govern ment and 
the state governments. Here we 
think that the over-all tendency of 
decisions of the Supreme C o u r t 
over the last 25 years or more has 
been to press the extension of fed 
eral 
power 
and 
to 
press 
rapidly. 
it 


“THERE HAVE been, of course, 
and still are very considerable dif­ 
ferences within the court on these 
matters and there has been quite 
recently a growing recognition of 
the fact that our government is 
still a federal government and 
that the historic line which ex­ 
perience seems to justify between 
matters primarily of national con­ 
cern and matters primarily of local 
concern should not be hastily or 
lightly obliterated. 
“A number of justices have re­ 
peatedly demonstrated their aware­ 
ness of problems of federalism and 
their recognition that federalism is 
still a living part of our system of 
government. . . . 
“We believe that, in the fields 
with which we are concerned and 
as to which we feeL entitled to 
speak, the Supreme Court too often 
has tended to adopt the role of 
policy rJakr without 
proper 
ju­ 
dicial restraint. We feel this is 
particularly the case in both of the 
great fields we have discussed — 
namely, the extent and extension 
of the federal power, and the 
supervision of state action by the 
Supreme Court by virtue of the 
Fourteenth Amendment. 
“In the light of the immense 
power of the 
Supreme 
Court 
and its practical nonreviewability 
in most instances, no more im­ 
portant obligation rests upon it, in 
our view, than that of careful mod­ 
eration in the exercise of its policy­ 
making role. 
“We are not alone in our view 
that the court, in many cases aris­ 
ing under the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment, has assumed what seem to 
us primarily legislative 
powers. 
(See Judge Learned Hand on the 
Bill of Rights.) 
“We do not believe that either the 
framers of the original Constitution 
or the possibly somewhat less gift­ 
ed draftsmen of the Fourteenth 
A m e n d m e n t ever contemplat­ 
ed that the S u p r e m e Court 
would, or should, have the almost 
unlimited 
policy-making 
powers 
which it now exercises. 
“It is strange, indeed, to reflect 
that, under a constitution which 
provides for a system of checks 
and balances and of distribution of 
power between national and state 
governments, one branch of one 
government — the Supreme Court 


“IT HAS LONG been an Ameri- 
con boast that we have a govern­ 
ment of laws and not of men. We 
believe that any study of recent 
decisions of the Supreme Court 
will raise at least considerable 
doubt as to the validity of that 
boast. 
“We find first that, in consti­ 
tutional cases, unanimous decisions 
are comparative rarities and that 
multiple opinions, concurring or 
dissenting, are c o m m o n occur­ 
rences. 
“We find next that divisions on 
a 5-to-4 basis are quite frequent. 
We find further that, on some oc­ 
casions, a majority of the court 
cannot be mustered in support of 
ar.y one opinion and that the re­ 
sult of a given case may come 
from the divergent views of indivi­ 
dual justices who happen to unite 
on one outcome or the other of 
the case before the court. . . . 
“It seems strange that, under a 
constitutional doctrine which re­ 
quires all others to recognize the 
Supreme Court’s rulings on consti­ 
tutional questions as binding ad­ 
judications of the meaning and ap­ 
plication of the Coi.utitution, the 
court itself has 
so 
frequently 
overturned its own decisions there­ 
on, after the lapse of periods vary­ 
ing from I year to 75, or even 95 
years. . . . 
“The Constitution expressly sets 
up its own procedures for amend­ 
ment, slow or cumbersome though 
they may be. If reasonable cer­ 
tainty and stability do not attach 
to a written Constitution, is it a 
constitution or is it a sham? 
“These frequent differences and 
occasional over rulings of prior de­ 
cisions in constitutional c a s e * 
cause us grave concern as to 
whether individual views as 
ta 
what is wise or desirable do not 
unconsciously override a more dis­ 
passionate consideration of what 
is or is not constitutionally war­ 
ranted. . . . 


“IT is OUR earnest hope which 
we respectfully express, that that 
great court exercise to the full it* 
power of judicial self-restraint by 
adhering firmly to its tremendous, 
strictly judicial powers and by 
eschewing, so far as possible, the 
exercise of esseniially legislative 
powers when it is called upon to 
decide questions involving the va­ 
lidity of state action, whether it 
deems such action wise or unwise.” 
The IO 
chief justices 
declare, 
moreover, that at t i m e s the 
Supreme Court justices seem to 
“manifest an impatience with the 
slow workings of our federal sys­ 
tem” and an unwillingness to wait 
for Congress “to make clear its 
intention to exercise the powers 
conferred upon it by the Constitu­ 
tion.” 
The report says also that the 
Supreme Court seems to be impa­ 
tient with the “slow processes of 
amending the Constitution which 
that instrumen provides” and hat 
it should be adhering to “the lim­ 
itations of judicial power,” instead 
of “Merely giving effect to what it 
may deem desirable” 
This is a scathing rebuke of the 
present Supreme Court, though th® 
criticism does go back in some in­ 
stances to previous personnel as 
well. 
There can be no doubt that many 
men of the highest judicial ex­ 
perience in America have begun to 
question whether the attitude of the 
present court isn’t really legislative 
instead of judicial.

their hands, and with no brief­ 
case full of State Department or­ 
ders to guide them. 
Former Salemite Sam Krauss. 
J r 
is here visiting with friends 
and family after an eight - week 
culture tour. Like his friend. Lous 
Armstrong, 
Mr. 
Krauss carred 
his trumpet case over 15.000 miles 
of foreign soil as a cultural ex­ 
change “ ambassador” under the 
sponsorship of ANTA. 
This 
privately-financed 
organi­ 
zation sent the Philadelphia Or­ 
chestra with which Mr. Krauss 
has played first-chair trumpet fqr 
15 years, on this latest musical 
mission to Moscow.

Moscow, Mr. 
Krauss was 
asked by representatives of the 
Voice of Moscow to tape a spec­ 
ial 
broadcast 
to

world.” He was rather dubious 
about this invitation, but went on 
with 
it 
using extreme 
cauion. 
(Which was probably a little dif­ 
ficult for this tall genial gentle­ 
man who speaks with a rapid, 
staccato beat, and with great en- 
husiasm for life and music, while 
waving his cigar around with all 
the grace and flourish of a baton. 


BUT MR. KRAUSS 
said that 
the orchestra members (it took 


three of the largest KLM planes 
to transport the 120 members and 
saff, plus the nine tuns of luggage 
were not especially warned 
by 
ANTA officials to “ keep quiet.” 
However, in Moscow, a consider­ 
ate interpreter, said that undoubt­ 
edly their hotel rooms would be 
wired, so that orchestra members 
tried their best to act like polite 
guests, and not register, too loudly, 
typical 
American 
tourist 
com­ 
plaints about food, bath room fac- 
ilites. etc. 
Mail delivery was particularly 
irksome behind the Iron Curtain. 
Mr. Krauss said that many Rus­ 
sians would rather send a letter 
by personal messenger or total 
stranger than trust Soviet mailing 
service. 
Mr. Krauss indicated that the 
Russian people present an intense­ 
ly serious but very cordial fac­ 
ade to Americans. Extremely cur 
ious about Americans, th ey asked 
such questions as — I* it true 
that Americans will invade Rus­ 
sia? 


MR. KRAUSS, WHO 
got 
by 
nicely with his knowledge of Ger- 
1 man, 
countered that Americans 
Iwere also curious as to Russia’s 
apparent, war-like intentions. But 
the Russian children seemed to 
have no such fears. They eagerly 
asked for chewing gum, and Mr. 
Krauss wished he had taken a- 
long a carload. He was amazed 
to discover that a Russian child 
by the age of 12 can speak and 
write five different languages. 
The first Iron Curtain concert 
was staged in Kiev. One night 
Mr. Krauss was about to e n t e r 
the hotel when he was stopped by 
a Russian who began asking ea­ 
ger questions about America. 
Within a matter of minutes Mr. 
Krauss found himself surrounded 
by literaly hundreds of Russians, 
drinking in every word he said 
yet increduously asking if all he 
said were true. Mr. Krauss could

States, and see for yourselves.”

After a 
midnight snack in Lenigrad, they 
were hurried to Moscow in a de­ 
luxe

jets and whisked to Copenhagen, 
where the orchestra had lunch.

I people in Salem took piano lessons 
from his sister, the late Martha 
i Krauss. His father, who was his 
first trumpet teacher, played bar­ 
itone and trumpet with the original 
Quaker City Band. 
After eight years with the St. 
Louis Symphony, and one year 
with the National Symphony of 
Washington, D. C., Mr. Krauss 
joined the 
Philadelphia Orches­ 
tra under the direction of Eugene 
Ormandy. He has also played un­ 
der such other great conductors as 
Leopold Stokowski, Dimitri Met­ 
ropolis, Charles Munsch, Charles 
'Monteaux, and Cleveland’s George 
Szell. 
Whenever you hear a Columbia 
recording of the Philadelphia Or­ 
chestra, the trumpet solo work is 
handled by Mr. Krauss. His fav­ 
orites seem to be ‘ Scheherazade,” | 
Wagner’s works, and Debussy’s 
I “ La Mer.” 
Mr. Krauss, who also teaches at 
his alma mater, the Curtis In­ 
stitute of Music, lives in Philadel­ 
phia with his wife and two child- 
dren, Sam Jr., 18, who will at­ 
tend Penn State this fall, and 
Sally, 16.

Kenneth Bell of Wellsville, De­ 
mocratic nominee for county au­ 
ditor, crticized the auditor’s of­ 
fice on a lack of financial state­ 
ments and for the high cost of re­ 
appraisal of real estate. 
He charged that, by law, the au­ 
ditor should publish a county fin­ 
ancial statement every year, and 
he declared “it’s been years since 
wo have seen such a statement 
published in the newspapers of 
Columbiana County.”
